No 8«rloaa Conflict Hm Ooourrcd In Cbl- 
caf, but AraiMl ForoM Atn Mill on

('nicAGo, July 10.— The war cload 
wliic^li has (ivin liuug this city and this 
liuid fur tlid imst. 10 dayn shows distiuct 
signH of hfting. Instead of stori(« of 
additiuiial raihroiul tiu-ups at various 
poiBti throoghont the oountry, the 
mMt dttpsMhM, almost without esoep- 
tion, bring advices of strikors returning 
to v7ork and au increasedfresumptiou of 
traffic, amonntiiig in some plMM to a 
return to normal conditions. 

Tlip day in CliictiKO has pus.scd with- 
out a serious conflict bctwi cn Uie riot- 
vTn and tlio armed forc-rs now on duty 
iit'ri'. Tlio ft'UDure of tho day has been 
tlu; action oarly in the morming, after 
an all-uight, session of the federated 
trtwles unions of Chicago, in deciding to 
call out all chvsses of labor on Tuesdiw^ 
afternoon at 4 o'chn-k unless (ieorgo M. 
Pullman should huvi^ agi-t<e(l to settle 
the differences ln'twcen his cuinpany 
luid his Btrikiug employes by aibitrution 
or otherwise. 

For r«a.sons not known to the public, 
(irand Master Workman SovoreiKii of 
the Knights of Labt)r and his advisers 
BUbsequently decided to postpone .he 
general walkout and piualytic stroke 
which they proposed to inflict upon the 
business of Cliicjigo until 7 o'clock, 
Wednesday morning. 

Late in the afternoon, however, the 
aunonncomeut was made that President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor had called a meeting of 
the exeoutirc committee of that organ- 
isation to be held in that city on Thurs- 
day and that he would leave New York 
for Chicago at once. Li view of this it 
ia not bcdwved that the fe<U-rated trades 
of Chioago will take precipitate ac tion 
before consnltation with him. As Pres- 
ident Gompers can not reach Chicago 
before Weouewlay uight, it will be im- 
poMdbte to decide on a line of audon to 
be punniad befora Thoraday; and prob- 
ably if it ihoald finally be resolved to 
dedara a general Btrike of all these com- 
bined, foaroea, it coold not be put into 
effect bef oce Friday moruiug. 

hi tbia connection the interesting 
qoeation ariaea whether or no. if FTesi- 
OBat Gompers allow himself to be 
hauled from New York to Chicago by 
nonimion engineers and firemen, his 
visit will be of any particular profit. 
One labor leader in Chicago said that if 
he did so he mi^t as well stajinNew 
York. 

Another feature to be noted in oca* 
nection with the meeting of CMoago's 
federated labor is the fiu-t which was 
developed that there was in the meet- 
ing a large and iniluentiiil c(jiik( r\ ativo 
eU^nient whose action had puriially 
blocked the plans of tln' more hot- 
hea<led leatU rs niitil the latter in tiie es- 
cittMuent constMiiiciit niion tht) reading 
of President ('levrlamrs prcx'lamatiou 
were enal)l< 1 to stuiiipe<le tliem and 
ciiny tho slnkij . -solution. Thert foro, 
there is rea.son to helievn them even if 
the order for a general strike linally 
g(M b forth, matjy of those to whom it is 
dnccteci will declint^ to ol)ey it. So that, 
with the men already made iille by the 
effect of the tie-up the witlkout wiU not 
be so nearly important as anticipated 
by tho leaders. 

"What effect, if any, the lu-tion of Vice 
President Wickes of the i'uUman com- 
pany in refusing in the most positive 
manner to even meet a committ-ce t<? 
ocmsider the question of iuhitration will 
have ni>ou the final decision of the laUtr 
leaders and their followers remains to be 
seen. At 8 o'clock yesterday afterniK)n 
a joint committee of the ex.)uucil and 
federated ti-adeu luiions called on Mr. 
Wiokes and asked him to con.sont to the 
qtpdiutment of a committee of five cit- 
iiuoM, whose functions should be not 
thoae of arbitrators, bat to determine 
whether or not the Pallman oomptuiy 
has anything to arbitrate. 

The committee as proposed was to 
couiMof twocitiaens chosen by the 
PuuBan company, two by the circuit 
oowt Judges and one by these four. Mr. 
'Wiokes stated at the outset that mrbitra- 
tion was impossible, but listened while 
^derman MoGHllen, chairman of the 
ooma^ttee, talked of tlM grarity of the 
situaaoa and urged that tite company 
take steps looking to an amicable settle- 
ment of the strike. At the close of the 
interview, Mr. Wiokes retired with his 
attorney and retnrning, after a brief 
consultation, declared that theooiapany 
could not receive the proposed commit- 
tee. 

Alderman McGillcii again urged that 
the I'onipaiiy receive t he eommittee, and 
intiiiialed that a corinirat ion which de- 
rived such iH iieiit ir;^iii the government 
us the Pullman company sliould be will- 
ing to nudie some concessions for the 
welfare of the city and state. 

"We have nothing to lu-bitrate," Mr. 
Wickes reijlied. "We cuii not receive 
such a committee " 

Last night's action uf ilie city council, 
in res})ect to PronleMt Cleveland's order 
bringing ft'deral troops to (Chicago, was 
forestalled by a large innnUT of en- 
dorsements of his action s<«nt him by 
pronunent business men of the city. 
The list of signatmes included those of 
almotit every consi>ieuouH merohaut, 
manufacturer and banker of Chicago. 

Touching tiio situation in general, it 
may be said that in Chicago the roads 
were all. doing better than on any previ* 
ous day linoe the strike began. Passen- 

K trains were moving with more or 
I regularity, and some freight trafiio 
has been carcd fgr. A large nuqlier qf 



striking Ireiglit lumdlors ol the Illinois 
Central returned to work and other 
roads noted ■OB—lOIH to thair opsirMlve 

forces. 

At St. Louis, Kansas City iiiid Den- 
ver, it was reported that railroad busi- 
ness had about leturiieit to normal con- 
ditions. Nashville also reported an im- 
provement. About the only points at 
which fh<> strike managers showed any 
gain were in the partial \\ alkout of lire- 
men at Fort Setjtt, Kan., the fn^iglii 
men on the Kanawha and Michigan at 
Charleston, W. Va , and the strikt; of 
the American Railway union men on 
the Big Foui- at Jlattoou. It will thus 
be seen that at the leaiHiig railroad cen- 
ters, tht stKikers have made perceptible 
losses, while their gain* are at compara- 
tively aoimportant po^ca.

Chic'aqo, July 10.— Kinged upon the 
remoto contingency that Gtoorge M. 
Pnllman will agree to arbitration or 
otherwise nettle the differences existing 

between the Pullman c(jmi)any and its 
ii-employes, is the (luestioii vstieflier or 
not tlie next 21 liours will witness a con- 
cession of all lalior on the pai't of tne 
allied trades, nut alone iu Chicago, but 
throughout tliu country.

The <iuestiou 
was decided in the iiftlriiiutive by an 
overwhelming vote, li.iwt^ver, and the 
ultimatum propounded that if Pullmau 
dix's not reach a definite' nnderstailding 
with his late employes before noon 
Tuesday the Allied Trades union of 
Chicago will open the ball at 4 p. m., 
by waUdng oat In a bodj. 

LABOR MEETINQS PROHIBITED. 

BaUs Otased Oatll tho PreMat BuMoMaat 
■f Die* Out. 

Chicago, .Inly 10.— Intense excite- 
ment was caused in tho stockyards dis- 
trict by the mayor's announcement that 
no labor meetings would be permitted 
until matters have quieted down. An 
immense meeting had been arranged 
for last night* at Ckthmibia hall, Forty- 
eighth and Paulina streets, and at 8 p. 
m. a crowd had assembled. A notice 
from Mayor Hopkins had been posted 
on the door, however, stating that in 
the present state of public excitement it 
was not deemed advisable to allow such 
meetings to be held. An otticer was 
stationed in front of the hall, who 
warned the i^rowd away. 

Similar notices has Iwen posted <>n all 
other halls in the (Ustriet, and i.ot with- 
standing there was coiisiderabli- loud- 
mouthed doliaiiee, no ulteiii]jt was made 
to hold a meeting'. After loitering 
about for an lu/ur the crowd tinally dis- 
persed and comparative ((uiet i)re\ails. 

The only overt act thus fur reported 
was the .stilting of a small lii'e whitdi 
destroyed a coupli' of bo.xcars at Forty- 
seventh and Loomis streets. The loss 
was inconseqnental. 

STRIKE REACHES LOUISVILLE. 

Firemen Mid Swltobmen Mtrlke on the 
Loatovllto Mid MMhvUlo Bowl. 

LocisviLue, July 10.— The strike has 
at last reached this city. The mem- 
bers of the American Railway union on 
the Louisville and Nashville railway, 
composed of firemen and switchmen, 
struck at a late hour yesterday after- 
noon. Home delay was experienced by 
southbound passiuiger trains, but they 
g<jt away all ight and the New Orleans 
express had three Pidlmaus attache<l to 
it. There was no attempt to interfere 
with the departure of trains, the delay 
being caused in seouing firemen foi- 
them. 

The company seems to have prepared 
for tho. trouble, and as yet have not ex- 
perienced any trouble in manning trains 
deserted by the strikers. 

The American Railway union men on 
the Lonisville and Nashville at Bowling 
Green, numbering 100, composed of 
firemen, brakemen and maohinists, 
struck yesterday afternoon. Resolutions 
were adopted declaring in favor of 
peace and opposing any resort to vio- 
lence. None of the American Railway 
union men on the other roads here have 
(|uit work as yet. All passenger trains 
are moving about on time, but freights 
are delaj'ed. 

IMPROVED b TrMINGHAM. 

No Dtstarlmnee Haa Ooourred, but Mill* 
tary Law friivMllw.

RIOTING AT WE8TVILLE. 



TwaWeaea Killed and • MaaMortaUy 

Wounded. 

Danviltjc, His., Jny 10.— Mrt! 
Michael (ileiinaii and Mis.s ("lara .Tar a 
■were killi'd, and an unknown man m ir- 
tally woundi'd at Westville yesterday 
ufteniooii by a volley fired over the 
heads of a crowd of rioting miners by 
a company of militia. The miners had 
been rioting in this vicinity since Sun- 
day )ifterniK)n. During Sunday night a 
number of freigl tears were destroyed 
in the Eastern Illinois yards by incen- 
diary flres. Yesterday forenoon a num- 
ber of cars were derailed at (irape creek 
on the Shelnvvjlle branch. When the 
wreckage had been cleared the inbound 
passenger train proceeded without mo- 
lestation until Westville was reached. 
When it stopped there it was suiTouud- 
ed by a lot of miners and held. Word 
was telegrapl ed to Danville 4|nd a spe- 
cial train with a company w the state 
troops started at once for the scene. 

Abont one mile from Westville a large 
croMrd of miners had collected, and npon 
the approach of the train bearing the 
militia began warlike demonstrations. 
Several pistol shots w«re fired at the sol- 
diers, wno retnmed the firing, shooting 
over the heads of the mob from the train 
intending to scare them. Miss Clara 
James, the 17-year-old daughter of Jonas 
James, was standing iu the doorway of 
her home. A bullet struck her Just be- 
low her right breast aud she died almost 
instantly. 

Mrs. Michael Gleiinan, a widow, 
standing in her own yard, was also 
ptnick and died in liv(! minutes. An 
unknow n man received ii mortal wound 
and wiil die. The niilitia then left the 
train ami cluirged the crowd, securing 
three pri- oners. Attf-r this the crow*! 
disper-ed, and no further resistance b('- 
inij otiered the troo;is returned to their 
train, which had been coupled in front 
of the passeucer, aud the train then 
oontinned witn ont furthe r delaj. 

EXCITEMENT IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

A fitclied Uatile B«iweeu Nefro Coke 
Workon »nd the Anthorltiea. 

ScoTTDAUE, Pa., Jnly 10.— Soottdale 
is the scene of the wildest excitement. 
A regular pitched battle was foufjht bo- 
tweeu the ne;;ro coke workers aud the 
town au'horiries aud one nflfTOls fatally 
shot and will die. 

Yesterday al'iernoou three negi-o«'s 
came into tov/n from tht^ I'ainter coke 
plant. The strikers, on geltin;,' si^ht of 
them, set up a liowl and ran i lie humi 
almost to liieir homes, throwiuK ^i"in'^ 
and making' every kind of tlireats. 
When the neijTot's reached home, they 
raised an ex( itemunt among the neigh- 
bors at the ])lant, and 40 of tmm stttted 
for the strikers. 

Six liuiigarians were found near the 
plant aud badly beaten, and a rush was 
then mad(^ lor Scoltuaie, the maddened 
negroes eutirLng l^iwn, each armed with 
clubs and revolvers. A fight yvan soon 
raised between the negroes and the po- 
lioe authariti«'«s. The colored men ixv 
came frantij and in n few seconds 
formed themi elves into a mob and coiu- 
uMioed shooting. The offiows called 
npon the citL'eus for help, aud a rush 
was nukdie for them, whm tbnr au took 
to their heols and ran oat of town. 

Thsy were followed 800 or 400 oitl- 
cens, who f avo th«m dlosa pnrsnit in 
the fao* of voUef altar yolMjof ahot 
firom revolvers ia th« hands of the 
negroes. When SMO yards ont of tomi 
one negro fell, shot in the head, while 
the others made their escape. 

Word has been received from the plant 
that th« nMfvOM an arming themselves 
with Winonester rtflfls aud will return 
to town to rescue their comrade taken 
in chtii-ge of by tixe police. The oitiaens
